On Thursday, September 24, 1959, the 
Chicago Council Executive Board made 
a momentous decision. It will lead toward 
making a dream come true. 

The Board decided to go ahead with 
approximately a $3,500,000 campaign to 
provide the camping facilities so badly 
needed for the boys of the Chicago Coun- 
cil. 

Much has already been done in prep- 
aration for this step. Architects have 
been at work for more than a year pre- 
paring plans, drawings and specifications. 
More than a half million dollars worth 
of wonderful camping property has been 
purchased in Michigan and on the Fox 
River, west of Chicago. 

It was decided to schedule the first 
phase of the campaign—securing gifts 
of approximately $25,000 and up—begin- 
ning in March of 1960. It was felt that 
the remaining preparation necessary and 
securing the required permission from 
the Community Fund could be accom- 
plished in the next five months. 

It was decided to schedule the general 
campaign part of this camp capital fund 
drive to begin in January 1961. It is to be 
combined with our 1961 annual operating 
budget campaign. 

Many committees are now at work 
making specific plans; a promotional 
movie is being prepared; costs, drawings 
of needed buildings and equipment and 
the facts and reasons demonstrating our 
great need are being assembled. 

The plans include additional long-term 
summer camps at Owasippe; develop- 
ment of the Yorkville site on the Fox 
River, and the Crete site, south of Chi- 
cago for summer long-term and year 
’yound short-term camping. Due to excel- 
lent highway facilities, the Yorkville lo- 
cation can be quickly reached from the 
central and northern part of our Council 
territory, and the Crete site is convenient- 
ly located for the south and central areas 
of our Council. 

I -hasten to share this good news with 
all of you who are so well aware of our 
need. Many of you have been working on 
the various planning committees during 
the past twenty months. 

As the Chairman of our Board, George 
Seaton said, after this decision was made 
by our Executive Board, “This is a big 
and important undertaking; we will not 
be able to accomplish it by ourselves, we 
will need God’s help.” 

May He give us the wisdom and the 
skill to help us provide this needed facil- 
ity for the boys we are serving. 

This is truly a dream coming true.
